Feds: Texas students 
were denied special 
education services

special education services had 
violated federal laws requiring 
schools to serve all students 
with disabilities. 

The target, enacted in 2004 
and eliminated last year, was 
set at 8.5 percent of enroll- 
ment, and school districts were 
penalized for exceeding that 


benchmark, even though the 
state and national averages had 
both long been about 12 per- 
cent. As a direct result of the 
policy, regulators determined, 
the share of students receiving 
special education services in 
Texas dropped from 11.6 per- 
cent in 2004 to 8.6 percent in 
2016 — a difference of about 
150,000 children. 

In the letter, federal reg- 
ulators ordered the state to 
design a plan to identify stu- 
dents who were inappropriately 
kept out of special education 
and to figure out how to help 
them, among other corrective 
actions.

FORT WORTH 
Stock Show weather arrived 
before Friday’s opening day, but 
make no mistake, freezing tem-

The Fort Worth Stock Show 
and Rodeo is beginning its 
122nd season and has stayed 
strong by keeping its focus on 
what it does well — cowboys, 
cattle, horses and agriculture — 
while making annual tweaks to 
its programming to attract new 
fans. 

More than 1 million people 
attended last year’s Stock Show 
and officials said Thursday that 
they have received a record 
35,515 livestock entries for this 
year’s 23-day show. 

Much of what goes on this 
year will be familiar to Stock 
Show fans — rodeos, livestock 
competitions, eclectic vending 
booths, awards ceremonies and 
a wide range of food and drink. 

But there are always a few 
changes and additions. This 
year, they include a new venture 
focusing on wine cultivation and 
consumption, an easier way to 
pay for your rides on the carni- 
val midway and some steps 
taken to improve safety for the 
cowboys and stock participating 
in the event’s numerous rodeos. 

The “Vine 2 Wine” program, 
which seeks to bring the art of 
making and drinking wine 
under the event’s umbrella of 
agricultural pursuits, will focus 
on Texas products. 

“T have been fantasizing 
about this for 20 years,” said 
Pam Wright, the Stock Show’s 
special events manager. “Wine 
is one of the hugest types of 
agriculture in Texas. We have a 
long history with the wine in- 
dustry. But it is so overshad- 
owed by cattle and oil that I 
don’t think our wine industry 
gets enough credit.” 

The events of Vine 2 Wine 
take place on Jan. 24 and 31, 
which have been designated
